And if th e gun lobby lives up 
to its past successes, h undreds 
of th ousands of letters opposing 
gun controls will rain down on 
Congress by mid-week—just be­ 
fore a House committee consid­ 
ers restrictions on gun sales. 
Th e deluge of mail will be in 
response to a weekend plea by 
th e NRA for its 900,000 mem- 


bers to “ ex press th eir views 
with out delay to th eir senators 
and congressmen.” 
Wh at is th e NRA? How does it 
operate? Wh y does it pack so 
much power? 
Founded in 18 71 by a group of 
National Guard officers inter­ 
ested in improving th eir m arks­ 
mansh ip, th e NRA h as grown 
over th e y ears to an organiza­ 
tion with 900,000 members and a 
net worth of nearly $12 million. 
It operates from an eigh t-sto­ 
ry glass-and-marble h eadq uar­ 
ters building in downtown Wash ­ 
ington. Emblazoned in gold let­

NRA Continues Baffle Against Restrictive Gun Control Laws

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
National Rifle Association, its 
amazing 
record 
of 
blocking 
strict federal gun controls in 
jeopardy, has begun its counter­ 
attack. 
And if the gun lobby lives up 
to its past successes, hundreds 
of thousands of letters opposing 
gun controls will rain down on 
Congress by mid-week—just be­ 
fore a House committee consid­ 
ers restrictions on gun sales. 
The deluge of mail will be in 
response to a weekend plea by 
the NRA for its 900,000 mem­ 


bers to “ express their views 
without delay to their senators 
and congressmen.” 
What is the NRA? How does it 
operate? Why does it pack so 
much power? 
Founded in 1871 by a group of 
National Guard officers inter­ 
ested in improving their m arks­ 
manship, the NRA has grown 
over the years to an organiza­ 
tion with 900,000 members and a 
net worth of nearly $12 million. 
It operates from an eight-sto­ 
ry glass-and-marble headquar­ 
ters building in downtown Wash­ 
ington. Emblazoned in gold let­ 
ters above the main entrance is 


the basic NRA credo: 
“ The 
right of the people to keep and 
bear arms shall not be infr­ 
inged.” 
(This is from the second arti­ 
cle of the BUI of Rights: “A well 
regulated mUitia being neces­ 
sary to the security of a free 
state, the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms shall not be 
infringed.” ) 
Inside 
tile 
budding, 
NRA 
President Harold W. Glassen 
puffs on his pipe and proclaims: 
“ Make no mistake about it— 
there is a step-by-step move 
afoot to accomplish the ultimate 
deprivation of tho 
American 


right to keep and bear arm s.” 
Last Saturday, a two-page let­ 
ter signed by Glassen went to 
all NRA members. “Unless the 
sportsmen of America clearly 
express their views without de- j 
lay to their senators and con­ 
gressmen,” it said, “ individuals 
wdl be prohibited from acquir­ 
ing long guns (rifles and shot­ 
guns) in interstate commerce 
and general firearm s registra­ 
tion wUl become a reality.” 
Much of the new maU wdl be 
aimed at members of the House 
Judiciary Committee which by 
a tie ote last week rejected ad 
ministration-supported 
legisla­ 


tion outlawing mad order sale 
of rifles and shotguns, over-the- 
counter sales of these guns to 
out-of-state residents and sales 
to anyone under 18. The com­ 
mittee meets Thursday to re­ 
consider its rejection of the bdl. 
The NRA’s monthly 
maga­ 
zine, the American Rifleman, 
and various 
special 
budetins 
keep members abreast of the 
battle against stiff restrictions. 
Members are supplied with 
point-by-point interpretations of 
proposed 
legislation—-interpre­ 
tations that are often quoted 
word-for-word in subsequent let- 
jters to congressmen. 


But the present drive for gun 
controls appears to have a bet­ 
ter chance of succeeding. Presi­ 
dent Johnson, 
governors 
and 
mayors have joined in the call 
for strong legislation, and some 
key members of Congress are 
shifting their positions. 
NRA chief Glassen appears 
worried. In his letter Saturday, 
he said “ the right of sportsmen 
in the United States to obtain, 
own and use firearms for proper 
lawful purposes is in the great­ 
est jeopardy in the history of 
our country.’ 
Interviews with a number of 
congressmen indicated NRA of­ 


ficials are seldom In direct con­ 
tact with members of the House 
and Senate. 
“ We have yet to spend one 
single dollar on lobbying,” Glas­ 
sen said. “We have never hired 
a lobbyist.” 
Neither the NRA nor any of 
its national officers is registered 
with Congress as a lobbyist. But 
to keep its members informed 
of gun control proposals ami 
other bills, it has a “ legislative 
service” 
with 
a 
budget 
of 
$131,000 in 1967. 
In a recent House speech, 
Rep.

WASHINGTON (AP) — CATV 
operators were spared by the 
Supreme Court today from hav­ 
ing to pay for televised movies 
and other copyrighted material 
they pick up from TV stations 
awl relay to their subscribers. 
The 5-1 decision was a major 
victory for operators of commu­ 
nity antenna television systems 
and a major setback for firms 
which license motion pictures 
and cartoons to TV stations. 
Justice Potter Stewart, giving 
the ruling, said CATV operators 
do not violate the 190» federal 
copyright i'aw because their re­ 
lay of copyrighted m aterial is 
not actually a performance of 
the material. 
Because it is not a perform­ 
ance, he and Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, Hugo L. Black, William 
J. Brennan Jr. and Byron R. 
White agreed that Forthnightiy 
Corp., a CATV operator, does 
not have to make compensation 
for 
copyrighted 
material 
it 
transmitted to subscribers in 
Clarksburg and Fairmont, W. 
Va. 
Three justices did not vote 
and did not say why. They were 
William O. Douglas, John M. 
Harlan and Thurgood Marshall. 
Justice Abe Fortas dissented.

Stewart 
for foe majority, “ a CATV sys­ 
tem no more than enhances the 
viewer’s capacity to receive the 
broadcaster’s signals; it pro­

with an efficient connection to 
the viewer’s television set. 
“ It is true that a CATV sys­ 
tem 
plays an ‘active’ role 
making reception possible in a 
given area, but so do ordinary 
television sets and antennas.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — A mil­ 
itary medical academy to help 
fill the nation’s shortage of both 
service and civilian doctors has 
been proposed 
by a ranking 
member of the House Armed 
Services Committee. 
Rep. F. Edward Hebert, D- 
La., 
describing 
his 
proposed 
academy as a “ West Point for 
doctors,” urged 
Secretary of 
Defense Clark Clifford over the 
weekend to appoint an interde­ 
partmental committee to study 
the idea. 
Graduates of the academy 
would be required to become 
military doctors for a specified 
period. Hebert suggested this be 
about seven years. 
By training its own doctors, 
Hebert said, the military would 
draw fewer from the civilian 
medical 
force and ease the 
shortage in both areas. 


O fficial said the study con­ 
cluded judicial authorities, not 
the armed force, should be re­ 
sponsible 
for 
rehabilitating 
criminals and military service 
should not be used as a form of 
punishment for law offenders. 
About 2,000 prisoners were in­ 
ducted into the Army during a 
three-year period beginning in 
1942. 
“It must be pointed out,” said 
a defense official, “that these 
men were not hardened crimi­ 
nals.”

The rockets, mostly 122 milli­ 
meter, come down from North 
Vietnam 
by 
truck, 
passing 
through the Laotian panhandle, 
U.S. officials say, and on into 
Cambodia 
where 
they 
are 
stored near 
the South Viet­ 
namese border. 
They are then carried across 
the border along any of the 
more than 1,300 square miles of 
waterways reaching from Cam­ 
bodia into the Saigon region. 
Hundreds of sampans are said 
to operate along these streams 
for the Viet Cong, carrying rice 
as well as weapons and other 
supplies from Cambodia. Mov­ 
ing mostly at night, the boats 
are hard to spot. 
The Cambodian government, 
which professes neutrality, re­ 
peatedly has denied that its soil 
is being used as a supply and 
troop base by North Vietnam 
and the Viet Cong. 


The waterways are running 
deep now, experts said, because 
of the rains and this creates fa­ 
vorable conditions for their use 
as supply routes into South Viet* 
nam. 
At the appointed time, the 
Viet Cong raise the 
sunken 
boats, 
take the rockets from 
their containers and then move 
them into firing position. 
Weapons experts of the Army 
Materiel 
Command 
estimate 
that it takes less than five min­ 
utes to set up a rocket, fire it 
and then be gone. 
The rocket is described as 
' an area 
weapon,” 
that is, 
there is no way to aim it against 
pinpoint targets. Rather, it is 
pointed generally at a large tar­ 
get, such as a city or towii, and 
fired.

High Court 
Decides for 
CATV Firms 


WASHINGTON (AP) — CATV 
operators were spared by the 
Supreme Court today from hav­ 
ing to pay for televised movies 
and other copyrighted m aterial 
they pick up from TV stations 
and relay to their subscribers. 
The 5-1 decision was a major 
victory for operators of commu­ 
nity antenna television systems 
and a major setback for firms 
which license motion pictures 
and cartoons to TV stations. 
Justice Potter Stewart, giving 
the ruling, said CATV operators 
do not violate the 1909 federal 
copyright law because their re­ 
lay of copyrighted m aterial is 
not actually a performance of 
the material. 
Because it is not a perform­ 
ance, he and Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, Hugo L. Black, William 
J. Brennan Jr. and Byron R. 
White agreed that Forthrightly 
Corp., a CATV operator, does 
not have to make compensation 
for 
copyrighted 
material 
it 
transmitted to subscribers in 
Clarksburg and Fairmont, W. 
Va. 
Three justices did not vote 
and did not say why. They were 
William O. Douglas, Jolin M. 
Harlan and Thurgood Marshall. 
Justice Abe Fortas dissented. 
Essentially,’ 
said 
Stewart 
for the majority, “a CATV sys­ 
tem no more than enhances the 
viewer’s capacity to receive the 
broadcaster’s signals; it pro­ 
vides 
a 
well-located antenna 
with an efficient connection to 
the viewer’s television set. 
“It is true that a CATV sys­ 
tem plays an ‘active’ role 
making reception possible in a 
given area, but so do ordinary 
television sets and antennas.”

“No man,” an old philosopher once 
said, “ever takes a liberty with a lady 
unless he is drunk or mad.” He 
carefully emphasized the word “lady .** 
In these times the sentiment may 
seem a little out of focus, but it does 
serve to point to the impenetrable, 
though subtle, barrier good manners 
naturally provide. 
Courtesy is a devastating weapon. 
It is difficult to be boorish with a person 
who insists on being polite. The story

This is not quite so remarkable as 
it may seem.

Its effectiveness may prompt writers 
of public relations and salesmen’s 
handbooks to advocate its use in 
Chapter One as part of the sy nthetic 
oil that makes success.

“No m an,” an old philosopher once 
said, “ever takes a liberty with a lady 
unless he is drunk or m ad.” He 
carefully emphasized the word “lady.”

have joined in a cooperative 
film venture. 
Last week a news conference 
was called by veteran finn mak­ 
er Robert Wise (“West Side Sto­ 
ry,” “The Sound of Music” ) and 
a neophyte in the movie world, 
Tom Laughlin (“Born Losers” ). 
They were joined by actors 
Marion Brando, Jack Lemmon, 
Jean Simmons and Candice Ber­ 
gen in Hie announeemet of a 
nonprofit company to produce a 
film about race, poverty and 
oilier social problems. 
This is the latest evidence of 
the outpouring of social con­ 
sciousness in Hollywood as the 
result of the assassinations of 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. and 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. 
As announced by Wise and 
Laughlin, the film enterprise 
would attempt to arouse the 
public awareness of the prob­ 
lems of Negroes and other poor, 
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an area which the entertain­ 
ment-oriented film industry has 
rarely touched. 
“ We think it’s time that the 
screen started dealing with the 
problems that exist in this coun­ 
try,” said Brando. 
How will the film makers go 
about it? 
“We’re now planning a film to 
start shooting the first of Au­ 
gust,” explained Laughlin. “The 
first part would be the story of 
Martin Luther King—his begin­ 
nings in the civil rights cause, 
the rebuffs he received along 
Hie way from those in power, 
right down to his assassiation. 
“Then we’ll go to a round-ta­ 
ble discussion with such figures 
as

Belafonte, 
Marlon 
Brando, Candice Bergen, Jack 
Lemmon,

DONG HA, Vietnam (AP) — 
Despite the bloodbath in the de­ 
militarized zone area so far this 
year, neither side has been able 
to get the upper hand. 
Like weary fighters, Ameri­ 
can and North Vietnamese bat­ 
talions continue to slug it out in 
a fight that has a seemingly un­ 
limited number of rounds. 
“The 
DMZ has 
become a 
pawn of the Paris peace talks,” 
one senior U.S. officer said. 
He said the Communists are 
pushing for a major victory that 
would give their negotiators in 
Paris leverage to pry conces­ 
sions out of the United States 
and later South Vietnam. 
Looking back across five and 
a half months of fighting this 
vear, another U.S. officer said: 
“In January I would never have 
believed they could have kept 
up the pace or that we would 
ever suffer so many casual­ 
ties.”
